The water system seems to be 
properly constructed, with no ap- 
parent leakage showing up after 
the water was turned on, The new 
pump is performing satisfactorily 
and the well at the butte so far is 
providing ample water under con- 
tinuous pumping. And the water is 
soft! Real soft water, with no un- 
pleasant taste, which is going to be 
a saving to the housewife who has 
had to us washing powders, soft- 
eners and other detergents in the 
past. Soap sales should show a 
marked decrease in the months 
ahead.

CLARIFIES TERMS OF 
MARKETING ACT 


The Hon. D. A. Ure, Minister of 
Agriculture, advised recently that 
there seems to be some misunder.- 
standing regarding the terms of 
the Coarse Grain Marketing Con- 
trol Act, that is, Chapter 25 of the 
1949 Statutes of Alberta. 

To clarify the position Mr. Ure 
explained that this Act prohibits 
the sale of coarse grain to any per- 
son other than the Canadian Wheat 
Board, but an exception is made to 
cover sales between producer and 
owners of live stock and poultry. 
Although the government has indi- 
cated its intention to enforce the 
provisions of the Coarse Grain Mar- 
keting Act, subsection (2) of Sec- 
tion 4 of the Act states that: 

(a) A producer may sell or agree 
to sell coarse grain situated in the 
Province of Alberta for delivery to 
a producer or to an owner of live- 
stock or poultry within the Pro- 
vince;

of livestock or poultry within the 
Province,
